the Party Were lostanuy 


The Bodice of the Victims’ 
Survivors. 


little after 1 o’clock this afternoon an acci- 
dent occurred at the Woodward shaft of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Company, 
in Plymouth Township. It was ascertained 
that one of the men, Philip Parry, who Went 
down, was taken out alive and that he was 
taken to his home near the line of Kingston 
Borough. There the reporter hastened and 
learned from the lips of Parry how the ter- 
rible catastrophe happened. Mr. Parry was 
searcely able to talk, as the fall he received 
in the shaft well-nigh paralyzed him. His 
face was badly cut, his nose broken, and in 
fact there was scarcely a safe spoton his 
| body. His story of his fortunate escape and 
the sad ending of his four companions was 
thrilling indeed. The shaft is down 400 
feet, and for some time past a number of 
men have been timbering it from the bottom. 
While preparing a place to setavair of tim- 
bers after dinner yesterday the platform on 
whien E. Philips, Thomas Davis, George 
Boggs. Isaac Bevans, P. Parry, and Lewis 
were standing went down. The latter 
grabbed a plank which was nailed to 
the shaft, thus saving himself from 

going down. All the others went down with 
a crash. In the fall Parry was caught under 
the arm by a projecting plank, and held to id 
with a death-like grip until Thomas Will- . 
iams, the foreman, Condy Sweeney, and 
George Stewart came down the shaft in a 
bucket and rescued him from his perilous 
position. When they asked him to let 6 his 
hold from the plank he refused, thinking 
that he would drop to the bottomof the shaft 
and be drowned like his. companions. 
Previous to the rescuers coming down 
on the bucket Parry called loudly for 
help. but received no answer. It then oc 


curred to him that his poor companions were 


dead. Parry was taken up and driven to his 
home near Kingston, where his wounds wers

Nor is it easy to understand why uniform 


testimony as to thecircumstances of such mur- 
ders should be rejected by a jury because it 
comes from loafers, blacklegs, thieves, prize- 
fighters, and the class of people with whom 
both the murderer and his victim are in the 
habit of. associating. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that. evidence can be obtained from 
leading merchants, prominent professional 
men, and church-members as to killings 
which occur among r 
Good citizens are not likely to be eye- 
nesses of affrays whieh take place in 
“Tivoli” or a Fourth avenue rum-hole. All 
the evidence the State can procure against a 
murderer like Bruce must necessarily come 
from.a low stratum of society, and certainly 
it is entitled to as much credibility as the 
evidence of the murderer himself, who is no 
better than the witnesses against. him and 
has the incentive of saving his neck to in- 
duee him to lie. If juries im all these cases 
submit themselves more to tha scathing 
denunciations by the lawyers for the défense 
which are hurled against the character of 
the murdered persons than they do to the 
evidence of deliberation ang malice in the act 
of killmg, then conviction is out of the 
question, Onder this system the only pro- 
tection which society enjoys is the remote 
possibility that the murderer of today may 
become the murdered man in the next at- 
fray; but this uncertain remedy is preca- 
rious and not altogether compensatory. 

The injury threatened to any community 
which tolerates the theory of acquittal based 
upon the bad character of the murdered per- 


I son is obvious. The system naturally has a 


great attraction for men ot lawless lives who 
are apt to get involved in homicidal affairs. 
Such fellows cannot help regarding Chieago 
asa good place to live if it be the rule of 
Chicago juries to acquit villains who kill 
other villains.

A RICKETY EMPIRE. 

Francis. Joseph is said to de the best m- 
tentioned monarch in Eur His good 
nature is not inferior to et the King of 
the Beigians, but is being severely tested 
now. He has abundant reasons for cross- 
ness of disposition and unhappiness of tem- | 
perament. His Empire is a thing of shreds and 
patches, a collection of discordant factions, 
Which hate one another ‘With all the hate of 
rival races. Last year there was rebellion in 
Bosnia. There have been fierce dissensions 
in Bohemia between tne Czechs and Ger- 
in the partial triumph of the former. But 
the latter are not satisfied, and as they con- 
sider themselves the superior people there 
is little doubt that they will renew the strug- 
gle. Now comes the new trouble in Croatia, 
which threatens to extend to an * Slavie 
provinces. — 

It was thought’ when 
self-government that peace would reign in 
the Austrian Empire. But since their triumph 
in 1867, through Austria’s reverse at Sadowa, 
the Magyars have shown themselves arro- 
gant, pretentious, and tyrannical, unworthy 
of the sympathy which was bestowed on 
them.

tracted little public attention, another mur- 
derer has been acquitted on a similar plea. 
A few months agd a man named Bruce, with 
at least one alias, but equally depraved 
under ali names, entered a low saloon on 
Fourth avenue and killed the keeper, Con- 
nolly, who stood upon the same low social 
level as that of his slayer. There was abun- 
dant evidence that Bruce murdered Con- 
nolly without any direct provocation; the 
only testimony to the contrary came from 
the accused himself. who made a weak 
and wavering effort to set up self-defense. 
But the lawyers who defended Bruce pointed 
out to the jury that Connolly was an 
abandoned wretch and a dangerous man, and 
tliat all the witnesses who bore testimony to 
the unprovoked and cold-blooded murder 
were hard characters. Thereupon the jury 
ignored the undenied act of killing, the over- 
whelming evidence that the killing was done 
deliberately and maliciously, and the equally 
bad character of the murderer. and Bruce 
was discharged because, as his lawyer sai 
the community was the better for having 
rid of Connolly. The same argument ought 
to have hanged Bruce, for the community 
would also be = gainer by getting rid of 
him. 

Thee principle of law, ethics, or 
sodial economy which sustains the theory of 
thése acquittals. It involves not merely the 
right of individuals to kill bad men, but also 
the individual privilege of judging when 
men are bad enough to kill.

It Is Spreading at a Terrible Rate 
Along the Mexican Coast—A 
Horrible Story from Ma- 
zatlan. 


GuaAYMAS, Mex., Sept. 22.—Nine deaths 
from yeilow-fever have been reported in the 
last twenty-four hours. The thermometer 
has risen to 97. Fears are again entertained 
that under the great heat and filthy condi- 
tion of the streets the fever will once more 
increase and spread. Eleven new cases were 
reported yesterday. Not enough rain fell to 
clean the streets, and the hot sun following 
has tended to increase the malaria. ‘The in- 
crease of deaths and new cases have driven 
people almost frantic, not knowing whether 
they should flee from the city or remain, in 
hope that the worst has passed. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Health have proved 
themselves utterly incompetent to deal with 
the matter. It is rumored that Del Valle, a 
millionaire of this city, who fled to won cone 
try, has died.

San Francisco, Cal, Sept. 22.—Capt.

San Franctisco, Cal., Sept. 22,—{Special 
to New York Tribune.j|—The important 
event of the week has been the decision of 
Justice Field, of the United States Supreme 


have been lingering in the Circuit Court for 
months. The case of Santa Clara County 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was made the testcase. The railroad 
heid that its property should be assessed pre- 
cisely like that of a private person or busi- 
ness firm, mortgages being deducted from 
the assessable valuation. The county 
officers, under the new Constitution, 
assessed the road to its full value, 
including mortgages. Justice Field 
decided that no discrimination against a 
railroad corporation could be made, as the 
principle of the assessment was unconstitu- 
tional and in direct violation of the four 
teenth amendment, This is the principle tor 
which the railroad company has been ficht- 
ing for some time, and this result will lead 
to a new assessment in the various counties. 
Circuit- Judge Sawyer filed an elaborate 
opinion concurring in the decision of Jus- 
tice Field. The counties were represented 
by some of the ablest lawyers in State, 
and their briefs in these cases would fill a 
bushel basket.

Recruits were flocking 
to join the army all over the Empire, many 
of them for the express purpose of securing 
transportation to the frontier and there de- 
serting to the Black Flags.

AN AGED REKPROBATE. 
ANTICS OF A CHURBCH-OF-ENGLAND CLER- 
GYMAN OVER 80 YEARS OF AGE—HIS WIFE 
GOES CRAZY 


Lonpon, Sept, 22.— [Special Cable Dis- 
pateh to The Chieago Tribune. -A Mr. 
Hughes, a Church-of-England clergyman,. 
very much advanced in years, is in custody 
at Birmingham charged with bigamy. The 
circumstances of his career are so remark- 
able that his case has excited a great deal of 
comment. At the age of 75 he was con- 
victed and sentenced for forgery. Previous 
to this he had been in trouble for seducing 
a step-daughter of his second wife, and 
would probably have suffered for this of- 
tense, had not the greater charge taken pre- 
cedence. He did not remain long in custo- 
dy, however, his venegable appearance and 
holy calling, together with promises of re- 
form soon procuring him a ticket-of-leave. 
Shortly after his release, and when he 
was 80 years of age, he married again, and 
was appointed to a curacy at Westbourne. 
His reformation seemed complete. He was 
attentive to his duties and became a great 
favorit with the congregation. His eloquence 
attracted members, and the attendance at 
tne chureh increased so rapidly that seats 
| Were ata premium. This prosperity. how- 
ever, instead of keeping the old gentieman 
in the straight path, seems to have incited 
him rther wrong-doing. The next move 
was to seduce and clandestinely marry a 
young girl of the town, who was so com- 
pletely under his influence that she consented 
to this step, notwithstanding the fact that 
his wife was alive. His relations to this girl 
finally caused such an amount of suspicion 
chat Mr. Hughes concluded to leave. When 
he did leave he completed his record by 
eloping with the Vicar’s cook, leaving both 
his true wife and the girl whom he had re- 
cently married behind. Steps were imme- 
diately taken which led to his arrest, and he 
is now in jail awaiting his trial. Mrs. 
Hughes, on learning the details of her hus- 
bands perfidy, went mad, and is at present in 
confinement aga under treatment in a pri- 
vate asylum

THE GERMAN ARMY 
_ & MAGNIFICENT BODY OF MEN. 

LonpDon, Sept. 22.—;Special cable despatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.]—The magnificent 
appearance and superb discipline of the 
German troops during the review at Hom- 
burg Friday have astonished all the foreign- 
ers who witnessed the display, and such a 
gathering of foreign military talent has sel- 
dom been sean, even in Germany. The 
eleventh, corps showed the perfection to 
which the mechanism of war can be brought, 
and no such illustration of human training 
has ever before been witnessed. Every 
movement, down to the smallest detail, was 
executed without a fault, and the men and 
officers seemed in such perfect accord that 
they appeared to act intuitively rather than 
by word of command, The physique of the 
rank and file was also remarkable, and 
elicited exclamations of admiration from 
all quarters. ‘The critics are loud in their 
praises of these German troops, and refer to 
the display recently made by the French in 
terms of ridicule or contempt. They say 
that the disparity existing today between the 
two armies in point of discipline, effective- 
ness, and the capacity for quick mobilization 
is even greater than it wasin 1870, and that 
another conflict would certainly result in 
quick disaster to the French. Germany has 
worked very hard during the last ten years, 
and the result of her labor shows itself in the 
lead which she has been abie to maintain 
over all other nations in the arts of war on 
land.

But the pub- 
lisher contends that tthe newsboys will sell 
twice or thrice as many copies of the Times 
at the new price as at the old, which is true, 
until the other competing morning papers 
make a similar reduction iu their rates, when 
the advantage from an extrordinary circula- 
tion will cease. This immense reduction of 
pries on the part of the Times has produced 
a great commotion in all the other daily 
newspaper Offices, something, in fact, re- 
‘sembling a panic pretty closely, as well it 
may, as it tends to cut the ground from 
under their feet. One journalist described the 
effect as probably obliterating one-third to

THE FINAL EFFECT. 

The final effect cannot be seen, but it is 
easy to foretell in a general way some of the 
consequences.

Allfarther attempts at making first- 
class news jeurnals will be gradually 
abandoned of necessity. Tne printing of sup- 
plements will be discontinued except {to 
accommodate a special pressure of advertise- 
ments.
